Dear George and Reba----I guess I got so caught up in noodle making and the heat-waves, 
I just thoupht I sent this out. Anyway here it is, and doesn't it get complicated!!!!! 
It took me quite some time to get it straight in my mind, 


Mes 


Sorry to hear about your little dog and your bad week, try to think of the good times. 
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e were finally al- 
lowed to go into 
camp, or put up our 
tents down on the 
side hill leaving a strong picket in 
the works, but we had to fall in line 
a half hour before daylight and re- 
main till half hour after daylight. 
This was one of the most disagree- 
able duties | ever had to perform. 
The commissioned officers did not 
have to get out. My! but the men 
were cross. The mornings were 
cold, and the thing seemed so use- 
less. One morning a shell from 
Lookout burst in the corner of 
camp, and the pieces swept 
through Killing a man about 
twenty feet from me. 

Latter part of November the bat- 
tle of Chattanooga began. Our 11th 
corps under Howard were sent 
across to Chattanooga just at 
night of the ist day. | remember 
that I had along search that | made 
to collect enough bits of wood to 
cook a cup of coffee, and that some 
boys came around and offered me 
a dollar for one hardtack. One of 
the most heroic things of the war 
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was the way this army held onto 
Chattanooga, in its starving condi- 
tion. 

The next morning we moved out 
past Orchard Knob (captured the 
day before [November 23, 1863]) to 
the left, and soon made a charge 
and drove the rebs from breast- 
works. Our Company going on 
picket or skirmish line some forty 
rods to the front just at dark. We 
dug holes with our bayonets and 
tin cups—‘Gopher holes” which 
were a good protection. At peep of 
day we could see the rebs along 
fence not far in front with colors 
flying, and as we commenced 
shooting they returned the fire, 
but we had better protection than 
they, and soon the wounded from 
their lines began streaming to 
their rear. We yelled and fired and 
soon the colors and whole line fell 
back to the foot of mountain—Mis- 
sion [Missionary] Ridge. 

Soon after | sat talking with 
Lieutenant Boalt by a window ina 
little shanty back of line when a 
ball passed between us and lodged 
in opposite side of room. This from 


a sharp shooter three-fourths of a 
mile away. Lieutenant Bromley was 
soon after shot through the heart 
on our breastworks. 

Toward night we were sent some 
distance to the left, where Sher- 
man’s forces had been fighting all 
day and then up onto the ridge. 
Soon after dark our mail came, and 
while | was reading letters by camp 
fire, a mounted courier came along, 
shouting “Hooker has turned their 
left, Sherman their right. Thomas 
has broken their center, and Mis- 
sion Ridge is ours.” This was 
Thanksgiving night, at home, and 
doubly so with us. 

The next morning we moved on 
past Chickamauga Station, where 
there was vast stores of Confeder- 
ate commissary, burning, and every 
where evidence of a demoralized 
and retreating army. | saw General 
Grant quite nearby twice this day. 
We pushed ahead through the 
mud, and camped near Dalton 
[Georgia] that night, | think; next 
day marched north to Cleveland 
[Tennessee] and the next day per- 
haps our regiment had the ad- 
vance, and | was in first boatload to 
cross a stream before laying a pon- 
toon bridge, and a few of us passed 
on up into a little town driving out 
a few rebs, who were trying to get 
a Railroad train out. Our squad got 
a supply of salt from a car, also a 
piece of canvas, which we needed, 
as per orders we had no baggage 
except our gum blankets. 

From there we went under Sher- 
man, to the “Relief of Knoxville” a 
march of 120 miles and return liv- 
ing off the county, sometimes liv- 
ing sumptuously and sometimes 
very poorly. [see the ‘Knoxville 
Campaign, CWT/, October 1971.] 
One day our regiment was rear 
guard and some of the poor artil- 
lery horses, starved for months,

ot long after dusk fell 

over the Pennsylvania 

countryside just east of 

Chambersburg, saddle- 
weary Lieutenant General James 
Longstreet retired for the night. 
He and his division of Confederate 
veterans had made camp north of 
the turnpike leading to Gettys- 
burg, “surrounded by enemies and 
black looks, Dutchmen, and big 
barns.” It was the night of June 28, 
1863, and in less than three days 
the Army of Northern Virginia 
would do battle for the first time 
on Northern soil. This night, the 
popular question was, “Where will 
the fight take place?” 

Just after Longstreet fell asleep, 
he awoke suddenly to the clamor of 
someone beating on the pole of his 
tent. Rising quickly, he found one 
of his aides, Colonel John Fairfax, 
standing outside, eager to report 
that a picket guard had just 
brought in a lone horseman who 
demanded to see the general. His 
message, said Fairfax, was that the 
Federal army had crossed the Poto- 
mac River. Leading it was Major 
General George G. Meade, a recent 
replacement for Major General Jo- 
seph Hooker, who had been re- 
lieved of command. In response to 
the news, Longstreet sent Fairfax 
and the horseman (whom he had 
by then learned was his trusted 
“scout” Harrison) to the nearby 
tent of General Robert E. Lee. The 
message related to Lee that sum- 
mer night led him to change the 
disposition of his army. Harrison 
had singly altered the course of the 
most famous battle of the Civil 
War. 

Harrison sometimes ‘‘stayed”’ 
with a ‘‘cousin’’ while 
pursuing his duties. Civil War 
spys in Howard Pyle's ‘‘The 
Secret Room,’’ convey the 
tension of those visits. 
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The Spy 


By James O. Hall 


In the 1880s Century magazine 
published a series of articles that 
would later become “one of the 
most quoted works in Civil War lit- 
erature,” the four-volume Battles 
and Leaders of the Civil War. Asked 
to contribute some recollections of 
the Battle of Gettysburg, General 
Longstreet began by telling of this 
“scout” Harrison. 

One night in the spring of 1863 | 
was sitting in my tent opposite 
Suffolk, Virginia, when there came 
in a slender, wiry fellow about five 
feet eight, with hazel eyes, dark 
hair and complexion, and brown 
beard. He wore a citizen's suit of 
dark material, and except for his 
stooping shoulders was well 
formed and evidently a man of 
great activity. He handed me a note 
from Mr. Seddon, the Secretary of 
War. This was my first meeting 
with the famous scout, Harrison, 
who in his unpretending citizen's 
dress passed unmolested from 
right to left through the Federal 
army, visited in Washington City, 
ate and drank with Federal offi- 
cers, and joined me at Chambers- 
burg with information more accu- 
rate than a force of cavalry could 
have secured. 

Harrison was still on Long- 


street's mind when he wrote, From 
Manassas to Appomattox, his own 
war account published in 1896. In 
it he again told how Harrison came 
to him near Suffolk with a note 
from Secretary of War James Sed- 
don. Harrison proved to be an ef- 
fective scout as he “used to travel 
as regularly between Washington 
and our headquarters as a mail,” re- 
membered Major Raphael J. Moses, 
a member of Longstreet’s staff. 

After the war, others on Long- 
street's staff remembered Harri- 
son and contributed bits of in- 
formation about him. Brigadier 
General Moxley Sorrel had some 
vivid memories and included them 
in his book, Recollections of a Con- 
federate Staff Officer, published in 
1905. Unfortunately for historians, 
nobody bothered to give the mys- 
terious scout’s first name, and the 
uncertainty generated much spec- 
ulation. When famed Southern 
author Douglas Southall Freeman 
was preparing his celebrated works 
on General Lee and his officers, 
R.E. Lee and Lee's Lieutenants, he 
made an effort to identify Harrison 
but failed to provide conclusive evi- 
dence. 


In April 1970 Civil War 
Times Illustrated published a 
19 
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copyrighted story by the late histo- 
rian John Bakeless entitled ‘James 
Harrison: Rebel Enigma.” In the 
article and in his book, Spies of the 
Confederacy, published also in 
1970, Bakeless identified Long- 
street’s spy as actor James Harri- 
son. He made a good case. And 
there the matter rested, seemingly 
settled. 

But Bakeless’ conclusion never 
satisfied Dr. Meriwether Stuart, a 
retired college professor living in 
the Northeast. Writing in the July 
1981 issue of Virginia Magazine of 
History and Biography, Stuart 
called attention to an obvious in- 
consistency: No man can be in two 
places at the same time. During 
the period from April 10 through 
May 5, 1863, when Longstreet 
made his headquarters “opposite 
Suffolk,” James Harrison was ap- 
pearing almost nightly in plays per- 
formed at the New Richmond The- 
atre in the Confederate capital city. 
By consulting contemporary the- 
ater advertisements in various 
Richmond newspapers Stuart of- 
fered positive proof that actor 
Harrison and spy Harrison were 
two different people. And there he 
left it, the identity of Longstreet’s 
spy unresolved. Here, then, was an 
exciting mystery, a dangling case of 
identity. Was Stuart right? If so, 
who was this spy Harrison? 


tuart’s premise required 

careful review. Long- 

street’s Virginia move- 

ments in 1863 could be 
tracked from February 25, when 
he took independent command of 
the departments of Richmond, 
Southern Virginia, and North Caro- 
lina, until he reported back to Lee 
at Fredericksburg on May 11. Long- 
street first made his headquarters 
at Petersburg but moved to the 
Franklin-Suffolk area on April 10. 
At the urgent request of Lee and 
the war department he set out for 
Fredericksburg on May 5, arriving 
too late to participate in the Battle 
of Chancellorsville. Stuart reasoned 
that Longstreet first met Harrison 
“opposite Suffolk” during the nar- 
row time span of April 10 through 
May 5. But the meeting could also 
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have been much earlier, because 
some evidence indicates that Long- 
street visited the Franklin-Suffolk 
area soon after he assumed com- 
mand. 

A parallel check made on the 
whereabouts of actor James Harri- 
son, from February 25 through 
May, 5 revealed that he was in the 
stock company of R.D. Ogden, 
manager of the New Richmond 
Theatre. Theater advertisements 
named him variously as James 
Harrison, Jas. Harrison, J. Harrison, 
and Mr. Harrison. While there were 
a few gaps in the time period cov- 
ered by the advertisements, the 
existing information concludes 
that James Harrison simply could 
not have been spying for Long- 
street around the Newport News- 
Norfolk area or in North Carolina, 
while appearing at the same time 
in Richmond in such deathless dra- 
mas as The Partisan Ranger and 
The Maiden’s Vow. Furthermore,

Harrison's Gettysburg scouting op- 
eration had a decidedly military 
“pro” feel to it, and the actor did 
not quite fit into this category. 

It quickly became apparent that 
Bakeless had drawn the wrong 
conclusion. James Harrison was 
not Longstreet’'s spy. But Knowing 
who he was not did not tell who he 
was. 

Longstreet published a good like- 
ness of Harrison in his book with 
the caption: “HARRISION, The Con- 
federate scout who brought to 
General Lee the first news of 
Meade's assignment to command, 
and the position of the Corps of 
the Army of the Potomac.” The en- 
graving is that of a man about 
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sixty, thus providing evidence that 
Longstreet had been in communi- 
cation with his spy long after the 
war. But the known depositories of 
Longstreet papers have yet to turn 
up the original of the picture, or 
any letters that refer to its passing 
between Harrison and Longstreet. 

A routine check of logical 
sources, including Confederate ser- 
vice records in the National Ar- 
chives, revealed no clue of Harri- 
son's identity. It began to look as if 
the name, Harrison, was a nom de 
guerre. If so, the task was almost 
hopeless. The search did uncover a 
likeness of the actor, James Harri- 
son. As expected, it bore no resem- 
blance to the Harrison pictured in 
Longstreet’s book. 

In a casual telephone conversa- 
tion with Mr. David Gaddy of New 
Carrollton, Maryland, reference 
was made to the frustrations in- 
volved in the search for Harrison's 
identity. Gaddy said he had a tidbit 
of information that might help. He 
had been consulted in 1982 by Mrs. 
Marian Ralph, of Falls Church, Vir- 
ginia, about a photograph of her 
grandfather, Henry Thomas Harri- 
son. It was an image of a Confeder- 
ate 2d lieutenant in full uniform, 
holding a revolver and acard with a 
_ series of numbers printed on it. 
She wanted Gaddy, an expert on 
Confederate ciphers, to tell her if 
the numbers on the card consti- 
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tuted a code message and, if they 
did, what the message was. Based 
on admittedly thin evidence, Mr. 
Gaddy concluded that the numbers 
were part of a cipher used by Con- 
federates along the Mississippi 
River, and that this message was 
an ancient one: “| LOVE YOU.” 


addy quoted from one of 
Mrs. Ralph's letters to 
him. She wrote that her 
grandfather Harrison had 
been a scout for General Long- 
street, and she wanted to know 
more about that, too. Her enthusi- 
asm stemmed from the fact that 
her other grandfather, Fountain 
Beattie, had been an officer with 
Colonel! John S. Mosby's Confeder- 
ate Rangers. 

After all the pieces of the puzzle 


‘materialized, it became evident 


that Mrs. Ralph’s grandfather 
Harrison was indeed Longstreet’s 
famous spy. But at the point of 
the telephone conversation with 


Her grandmother Laura Broders 
was the daughter of an old-line Vir- 
ginia family living on a large estate, 
“Oak Grove,” in what is now the 
Springfield section of Fairfax 
County, where the house still 
stands. The Broders were planters, 
ran a prosperous mercantile busi-

Gaddy, it was just a lead to be ex- 
plored. Accordingly, Mrs. Ralph 
agreed to a conference after she 
and her husband had attended one 
of the John Wilkes Booth escape 
route tours conducted by the Sur- 
ratt Society of Clinton, Maryland. 

Mrs. Ralph has maintained a life- 
long interest in Civil War history. 
The story that her grandfather 
Henry Thomas Harrison had been a 
scout on Longstreet’s staff passed 
down through her mother, Mrs. 
Irene Harrison Beattie. Reference 
to it had even been included in her 
mother’s obituary. This was not a 
matter confirmed in family rec- 
ords; rather it was just something 
known and accepted for as long as 
she could remember, and Mrs. 
Ralph had made extensive efforts 
to find documentary proof. It 
looked, she said, as though Confed- 
erate reports of her grandfather's 
exploits, if they ever existed, had 
been lost or destroyed. 


ness in nearby Alexandria, and dur- 
ing the war were strongly pro-Con- 
federate. Mrs. Ralph did not know 
how her grandmother met Henry 
Thomas. Harrison but speculated 
that he used “Oak Grove” as a base 
for his espionage activities around 
Washington, D.C. Whatever the 
case, Henry T. Harrison and Laura 
Broders were married at Shiloh 
Baptist Church in Washington on 
September 28, 1863. Their wed- 
ding pictures depict a pretty, 
twenty-two-year-old bride and a 
rather stern looking thirty-one- 
year-old groom, decked out in his 
finery, sporting a “handlebar” mus- 
tache and the beginnings of a Van 
Dyke beard. There were two chil- 
dren from this marriage: Bessie, 
born November 6, 1864, and Mrs. 
Ralph’s mother Irene, born July 27, 
1866. 

Mrs. Ralph and her sister, Mrs. 
Martha Alexander maintain a small 
sheaf of letters and notes from 
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Harrison Was Seddon’s Hired Man,

Harrison to Laura. The first letter 
from Washington, bearing the 
date, July 25, appears to have been 
written in 1861. The last is a letter 
from Helena, Montana Territory, 
dated September 3, 1866. Both are 
signed with his nickname, Harry. 
Two letters to Laura contain allu- 
sions to his dangerous calling, and 
in a letter to John Broders, Laura's 
brother, Harrison made indirect 
reference to his scouting opera- 
tions for Longstreet. But hard 
proof was missing. If it were to be 
found, it must lie elsewhere. Still, 
the story passed down to Mrs. 
Ralph by her mother seemed well 
founded. 

Captured Confederate records in 
the National Archives were combed 
again. Almost as an afterthought, 
the search extended to the Unfiled 
Papers and Slips Belonging in Con- 
federate Service Records, repro- 
duced on microfilm. This rarely 
consulted series includes many 
documents originally overlooked 
when the old Archive Office in the 
War Department assembled and in- 
dexed Confederate service records. 

The hope was to find some rec- 
ord to account for the picture of 
Mrs. Ralph's grandfather Harrison 
in his resplendent Confederate uni- 
form. No reference to such an offi- 
cer had been found elsewhere. One 
of the first entries under Harrison 
in the series listed a 2d Lieutenant 
Harrison (no first name) in a return 
from the Post of Columbus, Missis- 
sippi, July 1862. The officer was 
shown on “detached service,’ often 
a euphemism for clandestine activ- 
ity. The entry was particularly tan- 
talizing, because Longstreet'’s spy, 
Harrison, once told Moxley Sorrel 
that he had come up from Missis- 
sippi. Also it was not unusual for a 
general officer's aide-de-camp to be 
given the rank of 2d lieutenant and 
then be assigned to intelligence 
duties. 
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bit further along in the 
series all the bits of in- 
formation collected thus 
far began falling into 
place. Some forgotten employee of 
the old Archive Office had an eye 
for Confederate espionage. He 
went to great lengths in assem- 
bling a file he labeled: “H.T. Harri- 
son, scout.” The file contained ab- 
solute proof that H.T. Harrison was 
Longstreet’s ubiquitous spy. 

In chronological order, the first 
document in the file is a letter 
from H.T. Harrison to Confederate 
Brigadier General Thomas Jordan. 
Jordan was experienced at “run- 
ning” spies; the Washington social- 
ite, Mrs. Rose O'Neil Greenhow, had 
been in his stable while she worked 
as an informer for General Pierre 
G.T. Beauregard in 1861. 

A stamped note on this letter, 
evidently placed there by the Ar- 
chive Office, reads: “PEMBERTON 
PAPERS.” Harrison wrote: 

Corinth, Ap! 30, 1862, Brg Genl 
Jordan, Sir: | am one of the original 
Miss. Scouts that served on the Po- 
tomac assisted by Messrs Wheelan, 
Gorsuch, or Maj Gen! Van Dor. | 
wish to immediately enter service 
here, & as | have no horse or equip- 
ment, will you be so kind as to 
make a requisition for them and 
leave or hand same to Mr. Gorsuch 
(Scout). : 
Respectfully, H.T. Harrison. 

The next entry is a long scouting 
report, signed H.T. Harrison, Secret 
Agent, CS, written “14 miles SE 
Holly Springs, Jany 6th, 1863, 8 
o'clock P.M.” Harrison had gathered 
information on the movements of 
Major General Ulysses S. Grant’s 
Union army and its supplies, and 
about the North's transportation 
facilities. 

Shortly after his scouting expedi- 
tion, Harrison was transferred to 
Virginia, where he reported to Sec- 
retary of War Seddon. On February 


20, 1863, Seddon approved and 
signed a voucher to pay $150 to 
H.T. Harrison. Captain J.T.B. Dorsey 
cashed it in Richmond that same 
day and charged it to the army con- 
tingency fund. The receipt portion 
of the voucher bore the signature, 
H.T. Harrison. The form specified: 
“To Services rendered as a Scout 
within the Enemy’s lines form one 
month @ $150.00 per month from 
Jany 19th to Feby 19th 1863.’ 
From this and subsequent pay 
vouchers, it is clear that Harrison 
was Seddon’'s hired man, brought 
to Virginia to perform clandestine 
duties at his direction. 

Harrison did not remain long in 
Richmond. Later items in the file 
show him at Goldsboro, North Caro- 
lina. A short note from Major Gen- 
eral D.H. Hill, dated March 7, 1863, 
orders Captain John F. Devine to 
pay H.T. Harrison $75 from the se- 
cret service fund. An inconsistent 
piece of evidence emerged from a 
separate receipt, dated the same 
day and signed: “H.T. Harrison, 
Scout for Lt Gen Longstreet.” Long- 
street wrote after the war that he 
first met Harrison in spring 1863 
“opposite Suffolk.’ But here was 
proof that Harrison was in Golds- 
boro on March 7 acting as a scout 
for General Hill. Two possible expla- 
nations were feasible. Seddon may 
have sent Harrison to scout for 
Longstreet before the two men ac- 
tually met. It is more likely that 
Harrison reported to Longstreet 
before March 7 when Longstreet 
visited his troops in the Franklin- 
Suffolk area of Virginia. Therefore, 
Longstreet had sent him to work 
for Hill at Goldsboro. 

A search in the National Archives 
for any extant record of Harrison's 
espionage activities in North Caro- 
lina revealed a remarkable account 
found in an unexpected place, 
Union Provost Marshal's File of 
One-Name Papers Re Civilians, also

on microfilm. It outlines how care- 
fully Harrison prepared his cover 
stories, and shows the cool daring 
of the man. As background, Long- 
street had ordered Hill to attack a 
Federal enclave at the port town of 
New Berne, North Carolina. The at- 
tack lasted from March 13-15, 
1863, but it failed. A few days 
after the Confederates pulled back, 
a mounted Union patrol com- 
manded by Colonel J.S. Belknap 
was on reconnaissance along the 
Neuse River just outside the en- 
clave. There the colonel arrested a 
civilian riding a double-branded 
horse (one condemned for military 
use). The man gave his name as 
H.T. Harrison. He held a valid pass 
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from a Captain Whifford at Swift 
Creek, but Colonel Belknap sensed 
deceit and took Harrison along to 
New Berne for interrogation. 
Harrison talked freely. He said he 
was a native of Yazoo County, Mis- 
sissippi, and had served six months 
in the 12th Mississippi Infantry be- 
fore being discharged for disability. 
And what was he doing in the area 
of recent fighting? Well, he lived 
alternately with his sister in Pitt 
County and with a cousin near 
Swift Creek. He kept moving 
around to avoid Confederate con- 
scription because the thought of 
going back into the army appalled 
him. With perfect aplomb he re- 
sorted to the hoary device of name- 


dropping; he knew some citizens 
conveniently out of checking 
range. His story was a magnificent 
ruse. One tiny slip would have put 
his neck in a noose. But there was 
no slip. Colonel Belknap did not 
know what to make of Harrison. 
Lacking evidence of skulduggery, 
he turned him loose on April 13. 
This mistake would be costly; the 
Federals would pay for it in less 
than three months at the Battle of 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. 

Just how Harrison escaped from 
New Berne is not disclosed. 
Presumably he rode his double- 
branded horse straight through 
Union lines. Maybe his dear “sister” 
would be glad to see him, or maybe 
even his so very helpful “cousin.” 
One thing was certain. General Hill 
would welcome back his missing 
scout. 


arrison had been doing 

an effective job of spying 

in the New Berne area up 

to the time he was ar- 
rested. A letter sent by Longstreet 
to Hill on March 17, 1863 began 
with a key sentence: “Your tele- 
gram of report of the scout Harri- 
son is received.” The full text of 
this letter appears in the Official 
Records. 

After his narrow escape at New 
Berne, Harrison had “blown his 
cover” as a spy for General Hill. No 
further record of him in North Car- 
olina could be found. The Confeder- 
ate Service Records file picks up on 
Harrison again on June 2, 1863. 
“By order of Lt Gen Longstreet,” 
Sorrel instructed Major S.P. Mitch- 
ell to pay H.T. Harrison $200 in 
United States currency and charge 
it to the secret service fund. The 
Confederate invasion of Maryland 
and Pennsylvania was about to be- 
gin, as Harrison was sent off from 
Fredericksburg to Washington to 
track Union Major General Joseph 
Hooker's reaction. The payment 
would provide expense money for 
the trip. Major Mitchell did not se- 
cure Harrison’s signed receipt for 
the $200 until August 29. 

The next document in the file, 
dated July 19, 1863, is a voucher 
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executed at Bunker Hill (now in 
West Virginia) for Harrison’s regu- 
lar pay as a scout. The body of the 
voucher states the purpose of the 
$300 paid by Major Mitchell in 
United States currency: “To Ser- 


vices rend while Scouting within ° 


the enemys lines by order of Sect 
of War for Lt Genl Longstreets 
Corps for two months @ $150 per 
month, beginning May 19th 1863 
and ending July 19th 1863.” The 
place of this payment, on General 
Lee's line of retreat into Virginia, 
indicates that Harrison was leaving 
the army on some unexplained mis- 
sion. A similar voucher prepared at 
Orange Court House in Virginia on 
August 19, 1863, shows that Harri- 
son received his pay, $150 in United 
States currency, for the period July 
19 through August 19. His signa- 
ture appears on both vouchers. 

The payments to Harrison in Fed- 
eral money correspond with the 
Confederate invasion of Maryland 
and Pennsylvania and the Battle of 
Gettysburg. The descriptive lan- 
guage on the vouchers leaves no 
doubt at all: H.T. Harrison was 
Longstreet’s famous spy, the one 
he and others on his staff wrote 
about after the war. 

Sorrel’s book undoubtedly led 
noted historian Bakeless into the 
understandable error of believing 
James Harrison, the actor, was the 
right man. Sorrel had reached back 
into crowded memories to recall 
what he could about Harrison, 
dredging up an episode about the 
spy, Harrison, and the New Rich- 
mond Theatre, accurate in the 
main, but with details somewhat 
frayed by senescence. 

After the Battle of Gettysburg, 
Longstreet’s corps was back in 
comfortable camps, recuperating 
on the Rapidan River in Virginia. 
The scout, Harrison had little to do 
and “trotted along from day to 
day.” In early September 1863, he 
asked permission to visit Rich- 
mond. Before leaving, Harrison 
suggested to Sorrel that if he 
should be in Richmond “next 
week” he may want to go to the 
theater. Curious, Sorrel asked, 
“What is the attraction?” Harrison 
responded, “Myself.” Then he went 
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on to explain that he had made 
a bet he could play the role of 
Cassius successfully. Even more 
curious, Sorrel asked, “Are you an 
actor?” Harrison said, “No, but | 
can play.” Sorrel put this down to 
some sort of nonsense and 
thought no more about it. 
Unexpectedly, Sorrel did have to 
go to Richmond. A.plan had been 
under quiet consideration to send 
Longstreet to reinforce General 
Braxton Bragg in Tennessee. By 
September .6, 1863, the matter 
had been settled. This action re- 
quired Longstreet and his staff to 
be in Richmond to perfect details 
of the move. Sorrel accepted the 
offer of a friend to use his box at 
the New Richmond Theatre to see 
Shakespeare's play, Othello. The 
curtain raised only on the night of 
September 10. There is no ‘“Cas- 
sius” in the dramatis personae. But 
there is a “Cassio,” one of Othello’s 
officers. Newspaper advertise- 
ments did not list the actors and 
their roles, but the theater man- 
ager, R.D.-Ogden, sought to spice 


' up the notices by adding: “Iago by 


an amateur, an officer of the 
army.” Perhaps Ogden cast Harri- 
son in the demanding role of “Iago” 
rather than as “Cassio.” Historians 
may never know. At least Sorrel 
was sure about one thing: The 
scout Harrison was there on the 
stage, a bit drunk, but very much 
at home. 

Sorrel was concerned. He made 
inquiries and learned that Harrison 
was drinking and gambling. Was 
he a security risk? The general 
promptly reported the problem to 
Longstreet, who instructed Sorrel 
to pay off Harrison and order him 
to report back to his mentor, Secre- 
tary Seddon. The pay voucher for 
September 19, 1863, probably re- 
flects this decision. It is the last 
item in the series. Later, while in 
Tennessee,. Longstreet needed 
Harrison's services, and Sorrel tried 
to reach him in Richmond. Nobody 
Knew what had happened to him. 

Harrison could not be found in 
Richmond, because he had come 
straight to Fairfax County. The at- 
traction was Miss Laura Broders of 
“Oak Grove.’ On September 28, 


1863, just nine days after Major +» 


Mitchell paid him off, he and Laura 
were married in Washington. Possi- 
bly the wedding had been planned 
for some time, delayed by the exi- 
gencies of war. Perhaps the court- 
ship reached back to 1861 when 
Harrison was “one of the original 
Miss. Scouts that served on the 
Potomac.’ 

After the marriage, the life of 
Henry Thomas Harrison becomes 
blurred. Little comes through in 


the few extant letters to his wife. 


Judging from their datelines he 
must have been away much of the 
time, in and out of “Oak Grove.” He 
mailed one letter from New York 
City on April 4, 1864. It is an old- 
fashioned love letter, noting that 
he had been gone two weeks and it 
seemed like two years. A hint of 
Laura's apprehensions about what 
he was doing comes in these 
words: “... after all your fears and 
anxiety you see that up to now | 
am safe and well, and all your ner- 
vous imaginings were groundless.” 
A second letter written a few days 
later has a different tone. In part 
he wrote: “I leave this city tomor- 
row morning at 8 o'clock on busi- 
ness for the gentlemen in whose 
employ | now am, however if you 
direct your letters to me in care 
of Mr. D. Nourse—House of Com- 
mons, No 25 West Houston St. NY 
they will be sent to me. | expect to 
be absent several weeks—say 2 or 
3.” In the language of espionage, 
D. Nourse was a “mail drop.” 


othing has been found to 

show what Harrison was 

doing in New York, or 

about his activities dur- 

ing the remainder of the war. A 

family story reports that he took 

his wife and baby daughter to Mex- 

ico, where he entered the service 

of the Emperor Maximilian. If so, 

he did not remain to see the end of 
Maximilian’s unhappy reign. 

Moxley Sorrel wrote in his book 

that Colonel Ozmun Latrobe, who 

had been on Longstreet’s staff, 

saw Harrison in Baltimore, Mary- 

land, after the war. Just when La- 
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trobe saw Harrison there is uncer- 
tain. But he concluded the spy was 
living in distressing circumstances. 
Support for Colonel Latrobe's ob- 
servation lies in one of Harrison's 
letters to his wife. On April 7, 1866, 
just a few months before the sec- 
ond child was born, he wrote to her 
from Baltimore. In this tortured 
letter, one sentence stands out: “l 
write on the eve of a journey, and 
will not see you for some time, per- 
haps never.’ His undisclosed desti- 
nation was the gold region of Mon- 
tana Territory. Harrison was pro- 
phetic. He never sdw his wife 
again. 

Among the family papers were 
two letters written by Harrison to 
Laura from Helena, Montana Terri- 
tory. Dated August 27, and Sep- 
tember 3, 1866, they both tell of 
his mining plans. A Washington 
friend relayed the last word of him 
from Montana Territory to his wife 
in early 1867. The rest is silence. 
Neither Laura nor any member of 
the Harrison family in Nashville 
ever heard further from him. In 
time he was presumed dead. 

Laura remarried on August 27, 
1873, convinced that she was a 
widow, listing herself as such on 
the marriage license. The daugh- 
ters grew up and married. Bessie 
went with her husband to Illinois; 
Irene lived with her husband on a 
farm near Annandale in Fairfax 
County. Then finally, after an ab- 
sence of more than thirty-four 
years, Henry Thomas Harrison re- 
appeared in Fairfax County on No- 
vember 19, 1900. He was old and 
tired and longed to see his children, 
but he was unsuccessful. Bessie 
was out of the area, and Irene's 
husband was against a meeting. 

Before leaving, however, the dis- 
couraged Harrison wrote a short 
letter to Laura’s brother John 
Broders. Dated November 21, 
1900, it stated that he had been 
over to Freestone “where | found 
Col. Fairfax well and glad to see 
me.” Nearly four decades had 
passed since the two men met in 
General Longstreet’s camp that 
damp night outside Chambers- 
burg. No doubt they had much to

is name is generally 

meaningless in Civil War 

circles, except to those 

familiar with the first 
year’s operations in the Western 
theater. But Brigadier General 
Charles Ferguson Smith's career— 
and sterling accomplishments— 
stretched back many decades. 
Born April 24, 1807, he was the son 
of an army surgeon and had aspira- 
tions only for a military career. He 
was among the first graduates of 
West Point and was superinten- 
dent there when Ulysses S. Grant 
and William T. Sherman were ca- 
dets. 

Smith saw action in the Mexican 
War under both Zachary Taylor and 
Winfield Scott. He received three 
brevets for gallantry in such bat- 
tles as Palo Alto, Monterey, and 
Churubusco. Smith went on the 
principal expeditions in the West 
in the 1850s and took part in 
Albert Sidney Johnston's campaign 
against the Mormons. 

After civil war exploded, he 
bounced around uncomfortably in 
administrative posts before his Au- 
gust 1861 appointment as briga- 
dier general of volunteers. The 
fifty-four-year-old soldier then 
joined Union forces in the Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee region. He eagerly 
accepted command under Grant, 
despite the fact that the com- 
mander was young enough to be 
his son. 

Many in the U.S. Army regarded 
Smith as the finest-looking soldier 
they had ever seen. Lean, ramrod- 
straight, with drooping white mus- 
tachios, he had little patience with 
politicians and parade-ground gen- 
erals. Discipline was his tap-root; 
fighting was his forte; and the gen- 
eral used profanity and sharp 
words with consummate skill. 

“The Old Man,’ as his soldiers af- 
fectionately termed Smith, had his 
great moment in the Civil War dur- 
ing the February 15, 1862, Union 
assault at Fort Donelson, Tennes- 
see. Smith was ordered to attack 
the Confederate right. He put his 
green regiments in line, stuck his 
hat to the point of his sword, and 
rode ahead of the recruits into a

tangle of underbrush in front of 
the Rebel defenses. Bullets began 
whistling and crackling every- 
where. 

Smith's untested troops wav- 
ered. The general reined his horse 
and let loose a verbal blast. “Damn 
you, gentlemen, | see skulkers! I'll 
have none here! Come on, you vol- 
unteers, come on! This is your 
chance! You volunteered to be 
killed for love of country, and now 
you can be!” : 

Embarrassed as well as reas- 
sured, the bluecoats surged for- 
ward. They suffered heavy losses, 
but they overran the Confederate 
lines and rendered the rest of the 
Southern position indefensible. 
Fort Donelson fell to Grant the next 
day. 

Promotion to major general 
came to Smith the following 
month. So did tragedy soon there- 
after. While jumping into a row- 
boat during a reconnaissance, he 
scraped a shin. Infection was 
prompt, and gangrene just as 
swift. Smith died April 25, 1862, at 
Savannah, Tennessee. Major Gen- 
eral Henry W. Halleck ordered sa- 
lutes fired at every post and on 
every gunboat in that military de- 
partment. 

One eulogy to the old warrior 
contained much truth: “The army 
would miss him, particularly the 
volunteers, who had followed 
where he led, alternately cursed 
and cajoled, but always encouraged 
by his example. Grant would miss 
him most of all.” LI]

wo thousand angry, leg- 
weary Union soldiers 
milled around the court- 
house square in Athens, 
QAlabama, on the morning of May 2, 
61862. The men of the 8th Brigade, 
53rd Division, Army of the Ohio, 
zwere spoiling for a fight. The day 
obefore, one of the brigade's four 
regiments, the 18th Ohio Infantry, 
had been driven unceremoniously 
out of Athens by Confederate Colo- 
nel J.S. Scott’s 1st Louisiana Cav- 
alry. Now, after a grueling all-night 
march from Huntsville, Alabama, 
the 8th Brigade had returned in 
force, to find the gray-clad horse- 
men had fled in the night. 
. As the people of Athens huddled 
behind their shuttered windows, 
Union Colonel John Basil Turchin, 
formerly Ivan Vasilevitch Tur- 
chininoff of the Czar of Russia’s 
Imperial Guards, moved briskly 
among his men. Like them, he had 
heard reports of civilian misbehav- 
ior, of snipers firing from houses 
and rooftops, of hooting and jeer- 
ing at the worsted Yankees. It was 
rumored townspeople had helped 
the Rebels derail a Union supply 
train at nearby Limestone Creek 
Bridge; it was said Southerners 
stood and watched while a 
wounded Federal soldier burned to 
death inside the train. 
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Regardless of the truth of these 


stories, Turchin meant to teach the 
citizens of Athens a costly lesson, 
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using European-style warfare. To 
the still-smarting veterans of the 
18th Ohio, and their compatriots in 
the 19th Illinois, 24th Illinois, and 
37th Indiana regiments, he said 
simply, “I shut my eyes for two 
hours.” His meaning, if not his 
words, was clear: Athens was 
theirs to do with as they pleased.

‘‘Sack of Athens,”’ [van Vasilevitch Turchininoff (his real name) was 
the only Russian in the Civil War to achieve the rank of general. 


What was about to take place in 
Athens, Alabama, would prove to 
have far-reaching implications. 
Almost before the dust settled 
over the wreckage left by the 8th 
Brigade, news of the brutal “sack 
of Athens” swept across the North 
and South. The ensuing furor 
spread to the Executive Mansion,

Thank you for talking with me on Wednesday regarding my DAR 
research on my Mixon family. I am enclosing the form that I 
received from the DAR and also a page from "The Mixson/Mixon 
Family" Vol.1lll1, by John Leslie Mixson. It is accepted by the 
DAR and without it, much of this work would be in vain. Why they 
want the birth date and place for Mary, I cannot imagine. There 
are no records to support my supposition, but I believe that she 
may have been born in Georgia, Irwin County about 1810. Because 
the 1800 and 1810 Georgia Census has been lost or destroyed, 
there is absolutely no way to prove my theory. 


Let me tell you what I have found: 


1. Jeremiah Harrison is found in Irwin County, Ga. in the 1820 
Census with 2 males under 10; 1 male under 16; 1 male over 45 
(himself, I'm sure); 1 female under 10; 2 females under 14; 1 
female under 26 and 1 female under 45, his wife most probably. 
Also listed: 2 male slaves under 14 and 1 26 year old female. 


2. Jeremiah Harrison is found in Lawrence Co., Mississippi in the 
1830 Census. Listed: 1 male between 5 & 10; 1 male between 20 
and 30, 1 male 60-70 (Jeremiah); 2 females under 5; 1 female 15- 
20; and 1 £Eemale 30-40. 


3. I once thought that Jeremiah Harrison and Malakiah and Mary 
Harrison Mixon left Lawrence County for Marion County but now I 
believe that they did not. If you will check the enclosed 
information from the Mixon Family book, you will see that they 
probably remained in Lawrence County and died there. Jeremiah 
Mixon was still in Lawrence County in the 1840 Census, or so my 
notes say. 


4. As I stated to you, I have the certified marriage certificate 
for Malakiah Mixon and Mary Harrison. They married January 26, 
1826 in Lawrence County. 
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I would appreciate any help that you can give me in this matter. 
I will gladly pay any fees required and would appreciate any 
other information you might find on Jeremiah Harrison, Mary and 
Malakiah Mixon. If you could provide me with a letter stating 
that you have done this research, it would prove invaluable to me 
when I resubmit my papers.
